EDITORIAL COMMENT 


THE BATTLE IN CALIFORNIA 


T 


HE annals of California politics contain the 


record of no more gallant fight than The- 


odore Bell is no\\ making for the Go\ emorship. 
It is a fight against great odds—against monev. 
newspaper influence, and an adverse normial ma- 
jority of appalling proportions. 
And yet it >'s 


not impossible that Bell may \\in. 


T\so \ears ago, California gave Roosevelt a 


plurality of 117,000. That, of course, \sas abnor- 
mal. >et the natural Republican preponderance 
in California is big, and, perhaps, getting bigger 
with the constant flow of immigration. It is prob- 
abh not less than 75,000 at the present time, su 
that a Democratic candidate for Governor must 
hold every member of his own party and gain 
about 38,000 Republicans to win. 


As an offset to these difficult conditions, it 


should be remembered that California seldom or 
never uses the national yardstick in measuring 
its gubernatorial timber. 
As a matter of fact, 


it has chosen ahrjost exactly as many Democratic 
as Republican governors, and the issue has gen- 
erally turned on questions of state policy. This 
may be pre-eminently true of the present cam- 
paign, for California is in the throes of a tremen- 
dous struggle with machine politics which are 
notoriously manipulated by public service cor- 
porations. 


The 
Republican 
nominee, 
Congressman 


Tames X. Gillett, was the deliberate choice of the 
"state organization,1' which is the polite term for 
that important department of the public utility 
business having to do with politics. A man of 
fair ability, with a gift for getting along without 
makng enemies, he had no popular backing, and 
was really entitled to none, for in a public career 
of twelve }cars at Sacramento and Washington 
he has done nothing of conspicuous value to the 
people. 


Bell, on the other hand, although but thirty- 


four years of age and with a record of onf> two 
years service outside of his own county, has 
nlade himself a real force in public affairs. 
A 


Washington correspondent once said: "In the 
first half of his first term, Theodore Bell, lias 
made a larger contribution to American public 
life than many a man who has sat in Congress 
ten years.'' He is a born leader of men with a 


gift of eloquence which carries conviction be- 
cause of its obvious sincerity. 


The California contest is complicated some- 


what by the ill-considered campaign of the Inde- 
pendence League. 
If this movement had been 


started simultaneously with the same movement 
in Xcw York and Massachusette it is quite likely 
that it would have produced a similar result, and 
that the battle for reform) would 
have 
been 


strengthened rather than weakened by a union of 
all the progressive forces. 


Naturally, the California campaign is watch- 


ed v\ ith keenest interest in Nevada. The lesson 
which it teaches should not be lost on the voters 
of this state.
